riculture. 
One great 
difficulty that 


has been in the way of "utilizing these 
by-products has been the lack of peo 
plo who are 
capable/of 
doing the. 


canning work. 
This deficiency has 


been In .large measure supplied by 
the canning demonstration work in 
furthering' the Interests of the girls' 
canning clubs. .

One of the canning club girls has 


been made manager of a canning fac- 
tory in one of the soutbern counties; 
This is a move in the right direction: 
There is no reason why a young wo- 
man familiar with the art and science 
of canning should not be able to man- 
age a canning 'factory as well as a 
man can. She would probably do 
better work even than/a man because 
she would be more ^sed tb keeping 
everything thoroughly clean and or- 
derly. Every community in the state, 
Bays Dean P. H Rolfs, of the Univer- 
sity of Florida college of agriculture, 
that produces vegetables, should have 
one -or more canning factories super- 
intended by women who have been 
specially trained in the art of can- 
ning vegetables and fruit. Thp, heavy 
work about a canning factory can 
readily toe done by laborers while the 
tlmfe" consuming portion of the work 
can id e bone by women and girls.
